N Colonial tunes, nineteen fanning fam ilies were able to produce only 
enough food for them selves and one family in town. Today, less than 
170 years later, one farm ing family is able to feed itself and four city fam ­ 
ilies, In 1850 the average tanner was not a b le to cultivate one acre with as 
m uch efficiency as today’s farm er cultivates three. This is due, in large 
m easure, to the extraordinary technological discoveries of the U. S De­ 
partm ent of A griculture and to the S tate experim ental stations in soil 
m anagem ent, eros..-breeding, and livestock feeding. As a result of this 
program , the U. S. was able last year to afford its consum ers the best diet 
they have ever had, and at the sam e tune, to export food at an annual 
I 'ie o', ten billion pounds.
